G. W. Loft Declines to Go Further 
with Purchase of Oriental Park. 



Thoroughbred Horse Association 
Secures Option on Stock — ^E. 
W. Sims Ready to Buy It. 



NEW YORK, N. T., July 14.— The sale of Ori- 
eutal Park to the Jjntt, Dias and Steinliart syndicate 
is definitely off, but a new deal ia on. In explain- 
iuK his retirement frt»m the affair, George W. Ia>ft 
said: "There was a disagreement between Mr. 

Brown and myseif regarding the management of tiie 
track. I liave made It a rule that when 1 buy 
a piece of property I reserve the right to manage 
it and spend what money I intend to spend in my 
own way. I had my own ideas about the conduct of 
the Havana track. These did not coincide with those 
of Mr. Brown. Hence there was a disagreement, 
and so far as I am concerned the purchase of the 
track is off." 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Loft declined to keep 
the agreement he had made in Cuba with Messrs. 
Brown, Diaa and Steinhart, which gave the Loft, 
Steinhart and Dias combination seventy per cent 
of the Oriental Park stock for $700,000, Brown to 
retain a teajier cent interest in the profits and his 
contracts with starter Milton and anditor Frank 
Bruen to be respected for five years. Brown’s own 
managerial position wi to go to C. J. Fits Gerald 
at $25,000 a year for five years. 

The own idea point of Mr. Loft is rather odd, as 
lie proposed to buy 23 1-3 per cent of the stock and 
his recently announced $9,000 a day menu for horse- 
men was not a possibility. The general idea is that 
after tliinking things over Mr. Loft repented of the 
Itargain he made in Cuba and chose his own way out 
of it.

HORSEMEN MAY TAKE LOFT PLACE. SHOAL WINS THE FRIVOLITY STAKES TO BREAK YEARLINGS AT SARATOGA 



The Thoroughbred Horse Association has taken 
Mr. Loft’s place in new negotiations with Mr. 
Brown, who took the plans to Cuba witli him 
this morning. Tiie Tliorouglibred Horse Association 
has a week’s verbal option on sixty-five per cent 
of Oriental Park stock at $1,000,000. If the option 
is extended it will include a $25,000 forfeit. At the 
$1,000,000 price tliere will be no extension and no 
sale. E. W. Sims, one of the owners of Eternal 
and the other McClelland horses, will give $1,000,000 
for the track without any conditions, contracts or 
Brown interests. Brown represents tliirty per cent 
of the stock held by original construction contribu- 
tors. 

Many complaints aliout Oriental Park have been 
laid before tiie Tliorouglibred Horse Association. Its 
members say tliat the complainants are some seventy 
ill number. No doubt some owners have been pinched 
by Oriental Park conditions and values. Most of 
these owners would be pinched anywhere. The or- 
xaiilxatiou wants to buy Oriental Park and to diange 
tlie conditiuiis complained of. It would i>rubably 
rake over the idant at the Ijuft-Steinhart-Dias 
price, but it will not accept tlie $1,000,0(10 sixty - 
five per cent plan or take up the $25,000 option 
extension unless some of its reforms, principally 
about largely increased purse values, are accepted. 

Tlie Tliorouglibred Horse Association threatens 
either to combine with CiilMin and other promoters 
and build another track near Oriental Park or to 
iMiycutt Brown’s track and raise a fund to keep 
Uirses from Oriental Park and sustain those horses 
and horsemen which would be kept idle by its 
embargo during' the winter. 

STORMY MEETING HELD SATURDAY. 

Tliere was a stormy meeting at the Pennsylvania 
Hotel late Saturday night between Brown and the 
Tliorouglibred Horse Asso<‘iation committee. Brown 
defied the committee and declared to rule and sell 
or retain his own in his own way and the com- 
mitteemen were equally plain and emphatic in 
their declarations about Oriental Park and Havana 
racing. From their point of view, based on com- 
plaints and present racing values, nothing was done. 
Brown left for Cuba this morning, but the nego- 
tiations are still open. Brown s price may be cut. 
It is reasonable to expect that it will be, even 
though he is spending some $50,000 on extensions of 
a hotel nature at the course. Brown wants to re- 
tire from racing. 

Mr. Sims is ready to buy outright at any time. He 
probably furnished all the money needed for the 
Havre de Grace purchase and is well able to buy 
more. It seems quite likely that Oriental Park 
will go into new hands before the summer is over. 
The opposition Havana track idea of the Thorough- 
bred Horse Association is the nastiest feature of the 
situation and will hardly be followed. Major Mc- 
Dowell and Jack Keene, who are here for the Thor- 
oughbred Horse Association, are levelheaded, tem- 
jierate men, and will if poesible solve the matter. 
The deal over the fifty-one per cent for Havre de 
Grace was a good one and means added health to 
Maryland racing.

The winner was well ridden by Kummer, 
who saved his mount behind the leaders and re- 
serveil his effort until straightened out In the home- 
stretch, where he came through on the inside. When 
called on Shoal responded with splendid gameiiess, 
wliile the early pacemakers tired and at the finish the 
winner was going away. Shoal’s victory resulted 
in a change of ownership. When bids were asked 
for the colt, N. Byer hid him up from $1,5U0 to 
$3,3UU and secured him at the latter figure.

There are thirty-five yearlings in the string, and 
this division will be looked after by Charlie Hughes, 
who will break the youngsters and prepare them for 
their final trials in September. Some of the year- 
lings will be kept in Saratog.i. Others will be 
shipped back to Paris, Ky., and a division will go 
to Louisville. 

Mr. McClelland purchased a number of Maj. Bel- 
mont’s yearlings several weeks ago. The two Frencli- 
bred fillies that were purchased at the Keiff sale 
last year and which were turned out at Mr. Sims’

DESTRUCTION OF GAME A CALAMITY MAN 0’ WAR HAS YET TO FEEL WHIP 

Everywhere Except in North America Great Inroads Samuel Riddle’s Unbeaten Two-Tear-Old Has Won 
Have Been Made on Game Supply of the World. All His Races Without Punishment. 



Tlie total death casualties of the war have been 
estimated by Secretary of War Baker as 9,000.000 
men. Tlie total population of the world is, 1 believe, 
something over a billion and a quarter souls, so that 
the world lost something like seven per cent of its 
population. But reproduction was going on all the 
time, and tlie world has more people today tlian 
when the war began, writes John B. Burnham in 
the New York Sun. 

Audiilmn once estimated that a single flock of 
IKissenger pigeons which he saw eonlaincd more birds 
than the total population of the world, .vet only 
a few decades later tliere Mere no passenger pigeons. 
Tlie race had been annihilated. 

The comiHlrisnn Is interesting, for it illustrates 
the fact tliat the liiiinan being is the most hanly 
game animal of all. The greatest war of history 
not only faileil to annihilate, but also failed to 
stop man’s increase. Also it nlust lie observed that 
while liumanity is increasing game is decreasing. 

The ratio betwceti man and the game lie iiiints 
is coustjinlly assuming a more unfavorable percen- 
tage as regards the game. And tlie war itself, 
paradoxical though it may lie, has in many places 
and over largO areas accentuated the disparity. 

Almost everywhere except in North America the 
food shortage has caused appalling inroads on the 
game supply. In England the honorary sccretiiry 
of the English Game Guild tells me it will take at 
least tw^ty years to get game back to anything 
like normal abundance. The great increase in ver- 
min, with. the. game keepers off at the war, is 
partly responsible for tliis. In Russia many of the 
finest preserves have been ruined and game no- 
where exists in its former supply. In France the 
poison gases Iiave completed the work of destruction. 
The Mexican bandits in their mountain retreats have 
converted magnificent game sections into unpro- 
ductive wastes. 

SLAUGHTERED FOR RIFLE FEACmCE. 

Carl Akelcy says that the war has taken a toll 
of from half to two- thirds of African game in the 
sections where tliere has ijeen fighting. Much of 
tliis game, he says, was wantonly slaughtered by the 
Boers for rifle practice. Aside from the northern 
portion of North America, the picture is one of 
nearly universal gloom, luit liere 1 am glad to say, 
conditions are much brigliter. 

Both Canada and the United States have wonder- 
ful food supplies and what is more important still 
an exalted brand of wisdom with regard to tlieir 
natural resources. In both nations the full meaning 
of file value of the conservation of wild life is at 
least recognized. This was never mure clearly 
demonstrated than by tlie passage of the treaty 
for tlie protection of migratory birds wliich toilay 
unites tlie two countries in brotherly bond, and 
wliich was ratified by Canada during the darkest 
lionrs of the war. 

Neither country for a moment lost its good sense. 
In the face of the clamor for clieap food in the 
form of marketed game efficient protective laws 
were in no way relaxed. Both countries knew tliat 
if the demand wore granted it would mean the 
annihilation of tlie game without any appreciable 
benefit, for the price of food would not have been 
lowered liy any fraction of the medium of exchange. 

Today both countries have more game than wlien 
the war began — game which is of "far .greater value 
from the standpoint of making, by tlie taking, men 
and soldiers self-reliant and healthy individuals 
tliau it can ever be for food alone. 

GAME NOW ON INCREASE. 

I liave seen it stated of that force of troo|is 
wliicli Canada sent at the start of the war that 75 
Iier cent were siMirtsmen. After the proof tlicse 
men made of splendid valor and officieney, no fur- 
ther argument i.s needed in support of game protec- 
tion. If such men are bred and vitalized by any s|K>rt 
then it is saerilege to endanger tliat snort. Thank 
God the officials who have been resisinsitile for 
the pre.servatiou of the game have been true to 
their iru.st! 

Just one word of caution here, wliich must lie 
taken at its relative value to the whole suliject. 
The tendency today "is toward too much restrictive 
law. We must not let the tail wag the dog. Con- 
servation of gumc is right, but the conservation 
of siKirt is righteous. 

Next to the advance of civilization tlie chief fac- 
tor that has riiducod our game is' the market liuiiter. 
.Mmost evtTy where we have pitt an end to the com- 
inereialism of game, -with the result that game is 
on the increase. Tlie low water mark in many places 
lias been passed. We^liave the laws and the ma- 
eliincry for putting them into effect. 

From my viewiioint we now need better enforce- 
ment of existing laws rather than additional re- 
strictions, wliicli are only exasperating to good 
sportsmen. Wliere tlie law is not tlioroughly en- 
forced, you and I know that such restrictions pen- 
alize tlie best riass only and that tlic others do as 
they please. I^aws, as a general rule, slinnld not 
be enacted too far in advance of piililic sentiment. 

Closed seasons are worse tlian useless unless they 
are enforced and tlie vermin kept down. I say they 
are worse tlian useless, liecause tliey do not increase 
the game, while they do Increase lawlessness and 
disregard for oth<‘r laws. 

In the’Unitisl States antelope and mountain sheep 
have been exterminated under long closed seasons. 
In this "instance it Is true there sliould have been 
closed seasons, but they should have been enforced. 
It would l>e much better to Base the game without 
law tlian to lose both the game and resiiect for law 
at the same time. 

NEED FOE LAW ENFORCEMENT. 

At the recent dinner of tlie Canadian Camp in New 
York a Canadian member of parliament told how 
generally game lav^s were violated in his province. 
.\t Fort Yukon they fed dogs on white flour last 
winter with m(.K>se in sight every day, but on the 
lieadwaters of tlie White River men were taking 
dogs to board and feeiling tlieni mountain sheep. 

Don’t spring your law, no matter how good, until 
you are prepared to put teeth in it. Better err on 
tlie side of t«M> great liberality than err in the 
other way. Educate the public to see the necessity 
for protective legislation. >The great mass of tes- 
timony proves that pa|ier laws play into the liauds 
of tlie Huns of sisirt. L-fus by all means have 
fewer restrietiims and better law euforeeinent. 

In the United Stah-s we feel that the situation 
as regards tlie future of the wild fowl supply for 
the present and future is now amply safeguarded 
b.v the migratory bird treaty act. Though of not 
nearly so great importance as our treaty with Can- 
ada. we hope within a reasonable time to secure 
similar relatioiiK witk Mexico. 

The wild fowl siippl.r lias certainly iiiereaseil 
treiiieiidoiisly ill the lust few years, and I say 
this despite the fact that on the .Xmerleau sitle 
of the line tlie sluHitiiig season just past was, ji, 
many parts of our country, the iworcst we have had 
in forty years. This was due, of course, to the 
unusual mildness of the weather.

NEW YORK. N. Y., July 14.— There are a half 
dozen liorsemen wlio believe they have a colt or 
filly which can beat Man o’ War, the big clicstniit 
son of Fair Play belonging to Samuel Riddle.

Each of these sportsmen has an extensive stable 
Including a fine band of youngsters. Mr. Whitney 
has sliown a half dozen juveniles, any one of wliich 
miglit take the measure of tlie unbeaten Man o’ 
War. Cobwelis, Afternoon and Panoply have dis- 
played tremendous speed in their recent races and 
the racing public is on edge awaiting the lime when 
they will nie<‘t Mr. Riddle’s champion. 

Mr. Clark has Bonnie Mary, Marianna and several 
otlier fast youngsters which are working wonders 
in their exercise. Mr. Madden lias at least a dozen 
fine juveniles which work well enough to warrant 
tlie lu'lief tliat they will give a good account of 
themselves in championship company. 

Mr. Salmon has shown a lialf dozen fast young- 
sters, including Eddie Rickeiibacher and Bett.r .)., 
but they are much Inferior to a couple he has not 
yet uncovered. In trials the uncovered Salmon 
youngsters have time and again equalled records 
and Gene Weyland, the trainer, is confident at 
least one of liis cliargcs will come close to earning 
the juvenile crown.

of Destructive Wolves. 

Amtmala Had a Record of 03,000 
Worth of Ijlvestoek in a 
SIngrIe SeasoB. 



In a pecf'nt Issue of the Denver News, Maurice 

I.<eckeDby tells what One of these Itunters accom- 
plished after months and months of tireless hunting 
nud trapping. 

Albert McIntyre of the United States biological 
snri'ey added some new laurels to bis record last 
week when he succeeded in trapping near the bead 
of the I.iaramie River the conswt of Old Two-Toes, 
a she wolf whose record of destruction is second to 
none in the mountains. 

For more than a doaen years stockmen of that 
region have offered large rewards for the scalps 
of Two-Toes and his mate. The most skilled trap- 
pers were brought into the country to lure them 
to destruction, for they have a record of killing 
more than $3,000 worth of livestock in a single 
winter. Two years- ago McIntyre brought in the 
sculp of Two-Toes. Last week he got Mrs. Two- 
Toes, and there is consequent rejoicing among the 
sttM'kmen now that the heads of the family have 
ceased their work of destruction. These wolves 
have been known to stockmen throughout the moun- 
tain region for many years and they had become 
so wary of the wiles of humankind that for long 
their capture was despaired of. But McIntyre has 
at last triumphed, although the wolf Just captured 
was BO old and her teeth were so worn that a 
snowshoe rabbit was about the limit of her vic- 
tims. But strange to relate, this old queen among 
wolves had obtained a new mate, after the death 
of Two-Toes, and he killed the victims and pro- 
vided the food for the mother and the litter of 
pups that were brought forth each year. 

McIntyre is the most skillful trapper employed 
by the biological survey. Big of frame, tireless in 
pursuit, a natural woodsman, familiar with all the 
habits of predatory animals, he comes naturally by 
his skill in outwitting the beasts of the mountains. 
His father was “Rattle Snake Jack” McIntyre, 
a pioneer of North Park and noted throughout the 
Rocky Mountain region as one of the shrewdest wolf 
trappers that ever matched his skill against the 
destructive beasts that work such havoc among 
livestock. 

HUNTER HeINTTRE’S RECORD. 

McIntyre has been with the biological survey 
since it was organised in September, 1915. He was 
sent up to the head of the Laramie River in the 
Medicine Bow Mountains, and bis record is a most 
creditable one. Innumerable -wolves, coyotes, moun- 
tain lions and cats have met their match in this 
trapper. But while be was doing all this he had 
one big ambition all the time, the capture of Two 
Toes and his mate. But after he got Two Toes 
he was again partially defeated. For, strange 
to relate, in some mysterious way the word went out 
in wolfdom that this old female, which bad reigned 
so long at the head of the Laramie, was without 
a mate. 

A big wolf from the Castle section, near the con- 
fluence of the Eagle and Grand Rivers, known 
many years there for his rapacity and canning, 
moved over and mated with the relic of Two Toes. 
His progress across Miudle and North Parks could 
Ite traced with absolute certainty, and his peculiar 
markings left no doubt as to bis identity. And 
each year a litter of young wolves were brought 
forth. For the last two years the government men 
have endeavored to destroy these young ones, and 
liave gotten part of them, but the crafty old female 
would take her young high up on Bull Mountain in 
tile jack pines and down timber and thus evade 
her pursuers. 

It will not be long now until that region is cleared 
of widves, for this new government department is 
tireless in hunting down the animals that prey upon 
livestock.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

PARIS, France, July 14.— The triumphal march 
of entente and American troops through Paris began 
at 8 o’clock this morning. Tlie weather was bril- 
liant, being more like October than midsummer. A 
Uioutiand wounded soldiers with crutches « in 
wlieel cliairs and clad for the most part in civilian 
clothes led the parade, being preceded by a drum 
con»8. Guns began firing at minute intervals as 
President Poincalre placed a wreath at the foot of 
the cenotaph at the Arc de TrlompUe this morning. 
Marslial Joffre, tlie victor of tlie first battle of tlie 
Marne, passed under the Arc de Trlomphe at 8:45 
o’clock. He rode alone. Behind liim came Marshal 
Fooh, the commander in clilef of the allies’ forces 
during the final campaign of the conflict. A storm 
of applause arose from the vast throng as the two 
marshals passed the president’s stand and moved 
down the brilliant avenue. Gen. Pershing, with 
a number of American generals, came next in line 
and was received with equal enthusiasm. Forty 
American organizations, soldiers and marines, march- 
ing with wonderful precision, were greeted by a 
sea of waving handkerchiefs and flags and with 
deafening clieers. Gen. Pershing rode at the head 
of the American troops, wliich were separated from 
the French by 300 yards. Gen. Pershing’s personal 
flag, a scarlet field with a row of four white stars, 
was displayed fur the first time. It was borne 
by a mounted sergeant riding directly behind the 
American commander in cliief.
